PITTSBURG, July 16 — The spot 


furnace coke market nas experienced i 
-'the reaction that almost invariably j 
occurs after Independence Day. AH 
the furnaces in operation are well | 
provided with coke so (hat there is 
no inquiry in the market, while there 
is some extra coke on track available 
in case anyone wants anj. This coke 
is in the hands of operators who 
would sell at $4.00 but who will not 
shade that figure as they can .keep it 
and apply it on contract, shipments. 
Thus the spot coke market has made 
the round trip from $4.00 to $4.25 and 
back again. It should be pointed out 
tbat the $4.25 figure was not a mere 
asking price. Tfcere were actual sales, 
totalling a very considerable tonnage, 
at $4.26, but they all occurred before 
Independence Bay or immediately af- 
terwards. The last record of $4.25 
being paid was in transactions on 
Saturday, July 5.

year ago, 


"When Director General of Rail- 


roads McAdoo announced the ad- 
vances of 25 per cent in freight rates 
and 50 per cent in passenger rates 
on May 25, 1918," the Railway Age 
recalls, "he said: 'It seems clear that 
the railraadc should be made self- 
sustaining and that sufficient revenue 
should be provided to prevent them 
from becoming a. burden to the pub- 
lic treasury. The immediate practical 


' n«c«3slty is without deiav that in- 


creases in rates should be ,made to 
provide for these increased costs of 
operation." In other words, the pol- 
icy he announced »Vs that of making 
, the irates and^earnings hish enough 
to cover all increases of expense* 
3fany persons, therefore, find it hard 
to understand why, in view of the ad- 
vances in rates made at that time 
the railways have fallen and are still 
railing so far short of earning enough 
to pay their operating expenses and 
tn~B guaranteed returns to the rail- 
way companies. 


"A review of the esumatre of 


prospective expenses and oE expenses 
actually incurred under government 
operation throws much light upon 
this matter, and is highly interesting, 
In Iris, statement oh May 25. 191S, Mr. 
Moidoo said, referring to the in- 
creases in expenses which were oc- 
curring: 'On account of these extra- 
ordinary increases in operating ex- 
panses which have come about as a 
consequence of the war it te esti- 
mated that * * * * * the operating ex- 
penses of the calendar year 1918 will 
Iw from 1,830,000,000 to $860,000,040 
more than for the calendar year 1917.' 
His statement tkat the railroads 
should be made self-sustaining indi- 
cated that he believed the advances 
im rates he was about to make, and 
which were estimated at about a bil- 


-. lien dollars a year, would be sufficient 


to cover all these increased expenses. 


, But even at this time Mr^ McAdoo 
had a, very inadequate idea of the 
•masmtode ot the increases in ex- 
penses which were occurring and 
•were going to occur, because the actu- 
al total increase in 1918 was 51,150,- 
400,000, or about $300.000.000 more 
than his maximum estimate. 


"As great, however, as -was the in- 


crease in expenses in 1918, it if be- 
ing far exceeded by the increase in 
1919 over 1917, for many increases in 
wages and other operating costs 
which were made in 1918 did not be- 
-gtn to produce their full effects until 
1910. The traffic which was handled 
in the first four months of 1919 was 
smaller than that handled m the firet 
four months of 1917. The passenger 
business was larger, but the freight 
business was li'A per cent less. On 
the other hand, while ope-ating ex- 
penses in the first four months of 
1917 were"$880.000,000, in the first four 
months o; 1919 they were S1,S78,000,- 
000, an increase of about 57 per cent. 
If the increase in expenses through- 
out the yea'r 1919 should be relatively 
as large as it was in the first four 
months—and it is safe to assume that 
it will be—the operating expenses of 
1919 will excee4,those of 1S»17 by ?!,- 
500.000.000. In other worde, although 
the traffic being handled m 1919 is 
lees than it was in ejther 1918 or 1917, 
operating expenses are running about 
1740,000,000 more than the annual 
rate at which Mr. McAdoo1 estimated 
they would run when he made the big 
advance: in freight and passenger 
rates a little over a year ago. 


"Mr. 
McAdoo simply underesti- 


mated the increase of expenses that 
was going to occur as a. result of the 
policies he initiated and ihe differ- 
ence has now got to be made up. 
Many of the things done under gov- 
ernment operation which caused this 
prodigious increase of expenses can 
ntver be undone, regardless of wheth- 
er it would be theoretically right and 
desirable to undo them or not. The 
bulk of the increase in expenses is 
due to the advances in., wages: and 
these will never be undone. Further- 
more, there is no present*piaspect of 
substantial reductions of the pnces 
ot materials and supplies. A return 
to private operation of railways is de- 
sirable mainly, not because of things 
done under government operation—

The Geological Survey, though ham-

Shortly afterward the 
Fuel Administration, with unlimited 
funds, joined forces and the *ork 
went forward. Because of the termin- 
ation of war activities by the Fuel Ad- 
ministration on June 30, last, the Sur- 
vey could not, without additional 
funds, carry on the work. An appro- 
priation of 5.40,000 was asked for. 
The appeal went unheeded and 
hearing was refused Dr. Otis by the 
House subcommittee on appropria- 
tions. A similar appeal to the Senate 
that the Hem be included m the bill 
.when it passed that body was without
